These arc the only words 
that can even in the slightest degree 
adequately describe the success of last 
night's college smoker and "Pep 
Rally." From the first step of the 
parade to the last dying echo of the 
final McGill yell, there was not the 
slightest hitch in the arrangements, 
and from the beginning to the end 
of the evening's programme enthus- 
iasm reigned supremeê A fine col- 
lege spirit was predominant through- 
out and without the slightest shadow 
of doubt increased fellowship and bet- 
ter co-operation will result from last 
night's remarkable achievement. 

The speeches that were delivered all 
rank with a note of optimism, in re- 
gards to the future of achievements 
in both the scholastic and athletic 
worlds and the many Freshmen, who 
were in attendance, were given a true 
insight into the real life of Old Mc- 
Gill. 

The Principal, Sir Arthur Currie, 
was in attendance, and in a brief 
speech welcomed the students, old and 
new. Dean Adams and Dean Laing 
were heard also, while Dr. Leacock 
caused hundreds of innocent students 
to become doubled up with paroxysms 
of laughter as the result of his inim- 
itable type ef humor. Many mem- 
bers of the professoriate were present, 
and the mentors of McGill athletics, 
Coaches Shaughnessy. and Van Wag- 
ner, spoke on the prospects of the 
coming season. Both these men clear- 
ly stated that hard battles are ahead 
for the Red and White warriors, but 
that the locals arc out to fight to the 
last breath for the honour of the col- 
lege. The general support of the un- 
degraduate body was strongly urged.

The 
route followed was along Sherbrooke 
Street, down University, west, along 
St. Catherine and back by the way of 
Peel and Sherbrooke Streets. Though 
the. distance covered was not extreme- 
ly long, many citizens of Montreal 
were given a chance to perceive that 
the sons of James McGill were once 
again back in the halls of learning, 
the general public being quickly in- 
formed that "the gang's all here," 
the "gang" adding in the way of fur-

The demolition of the old Theatre 
Royal on Côte Street is bringing into 
prominence another old landmark of 
Montreal. At the east corner of Cote 
and Craig Sts. there is a quaint old 
2 and a half storey building of wood 
and stucco with o ; dd-looking dip roof 
and dormer windows. The Montreal 
School of Medicine, when amalgamat- 
ed with McGill, occupied the building 
at the corner of Craig and Cot* Street 
in 1872. The placé had originally been 
an old family homestead. 

When Sir J. William Dawson, the most 
famous principal of any Canadian Uni- 
versity cWi had come up from Nova 
Scotia, bringing with him a reputation 
and a train of studious students— this is 
what he tells us he saw : 

"Materially* it was represented by two 
blocks of unfinished and partiy ruinous 
buildings, standing amid a wilderness of 
excavators' and masons' rubbish, over- 
grown with weeds and hushes. The 
grounds were unfenced and pastured at 
will by herds of' cattle which not only 
croped the grass but browsed on the 
shrubs, leaving unhurt only one. great 
elm, which still stands as the "founder 
tree" and a few old oaks and butternuts, 
most of which had to give place to our 
new buildings. The o.o.Iy access; from. the 
town by. by a circuitous and ungraded 
car track almost impassable by night. 
The buildings had been abandoned by the 
new Board of the classes of the Faculty 
of Arts were held in the upper storey 
of a brick building in the town, the lower 
part of which was occupied by the High 
School.. . I had been- prom.ised -a - resi- 
dence, and this I found was to be -a por- 
tion of one .of the detached buildings 
aforesaid— the present east wing. It 
had been very imperfectly finished, was 
destitute of nearly every requisite of 
civilized life, and in front of it was a 
bank of rubbish , anr loose -stones,- with 
a swamp below. while. the interior was-in 
an indescribable state of- dustand disre- 
pair." 

To day the building which will soon 
follow the theatre, presents somewhat 
changed appearance. The first floor, 
which is far more commodious than 
the outside would indicate, rpears works 
of comfort and substantiality., even 
though it had probably been up some 
years bcforê'Tinies' McGÏH died. A 
period when the city was largely of 
wooden huts and the population under 
fifteeen thousand. 

In the lower floor, considerable changes 
had been made, but the big room used 
as a refectory is probably still intact. 
During the past twenty odd years the 
place was kndwn:as Nernbergers German 
Beer Garden, w.i.th the big sign amiounc- 
iug the attractions of the adjoining thea- 
tre Royal. With the decadence of the 
theatre, the beer garden went uptown, 
and to-day the spot is occupied by a sec- 
ond hand , store. A huge sign reading 
"For Sale" would indicate that the build- 
ing wiM probably soon be demolished, 
while the noble and inspiring structure 
now known as McGill University arc an 
ornament and pride of the city of Mont 
real, the one time school of Medicine is 
now almost forgotten, together with the 
original home of the founder of Mc Gill, 
adjoining the Chateau dc Ramczay, which 
was torn down several years ago, to make 
room for an open air market for the 
farm people coming to Bonsecours. 



Last year the inter-faculty rugby was 
a splendid success, and it has been 
planed to make it even more so this 
session. The games will be played on 
the campus, while the Union will be 
used for dressing; this is most con- 
venient for the players, as no one 
relishes the walk down from the dress- 
ing-room at the stadium. For the 
cenvcniencc of players and spectators, 
ropes will be stretched along the side- 
lines; much trouble has been occasion- 
ed in former years by the crowding of 
the spectators onto thé playing field, 
so this will now be eliminated. The 
referees, umpires and linesmen will all 
be chosen by the Rugby Footbal Cltib. 

Last year the champions of the 
league were the Science twelve, and 
very keen competition is expected this 
year.- There are numbers of men who 
do not have a chance to get on the col- 
lege teams, owing to insufficient pre- 
vious training. Many of these 'will 
have an opportunity of showing their 
wares in the Inter-Faculty teams, and 
any stars will probably be quickly ob- 
served by the coaches. Providing that 
the good weather continues, a banner 
year is assured; everyone should try 
for a place on one of the teams. Most 
of the members of last year's Science 
team ' have caught places on one or 
other of the college teams this year.

Freshmen, • forgetting about their 
clerical garb, red tices, and baby bon 
nets, entered into the spirit of the fun, 
and it was even a little difficult at 
times to distinguish them from their 
from their sophisticated comrades. 

It was a good natured crowd which 
jammed the t\yp floors of the ; Union. 
Fresh with the "pep" which had been 
instilled into them by the cheer lead- 
ers and Highlanders' Bank, everyone 
was ready for the splendid programme. 
On the upper floor, Bert Rochester 
had charge of the members, while Lux 
McCullough did duty in the lounge 
room below. The" Highlands' Band, 
the University Dance Oorchestra, and 
the McGill Mandolin Club provided 
the music, which kept up the enthusi- 
asm continucsly. ■ 

Sir Arthur Currie, in his "straight- 
from-the-shoulder" talk, endorsed 
"Harmony" Hamilton's statement that 
"no bookworms were- wanted at Mc- 
Gill." "You come to a - university," 
said Sir Arthur, '"to develop into men. 
If it were only a matter of book know- 
ledge, the best thing a student could 
do wouM be to buy the Encyclopaedia 
Britannia, as that contains all the 
knowledge that is Worth while." He 
praised the good fellowship and the 
splendid spirit — that "get-together" 
spirit, which was characteristic of all 
McGill men. 

Sir Arthur had just returned from 
a trip across the continent, and he was' 
struck by the fact that wherever he 
went he found McGill graduates who 
were carrying on in positions of lead- 
ership. These men had obtained that 
atmosphere which is generated in 
meetings such as was held last night. 
They were playing the game with the 
co-operative spirit. Sir Arthur ex- 
pressed his faith in the young man. 

In France, he had proved his wealth 
and in college and business life he was 
making his mark. But the man who 
does work and who doesn't take part 
in college activities is not getting a 
university education in any sense of 
the word, nor can he possibly obtain 
that "get-together" spirit. "Here we 
are again," contianed Sir Arthur, "full 
of life and vigour at the commence- 
ment of another year, and we should 
make the most of the opportunities it 
will offer. In speaking of the import- 
ance of athletics, Sir" Arthur express- 
ed a wish comon to all McGill men: 
"I hope they knock the stuffing out 
of Toronto next Saturday," he said, 
amid much applause. 

Dean Laing, Of the Faculty of Arts 
said that this was the firm time he 
had addressed representatives of all 



the faculties. "I expressed my wish 
of seeing a representative, gathering of 
McGill men last year^. arid Sir Arthur 
Currie said I would soon have my 
chance as a- University Church Ser- 
vice was being held that Sunday. Un- 
fortunately," said the Dean, amid 
laughter, "the notices could not have 
been seen." 

In his talk Dean Laing mentioned 
the venerable atmosphere of the Arts 
Building — a distinct atmosphere. "I 
believe they teach ventilation In 
Science," he said, "but we are far 
past that stage in Arts.' The Dean 
related an amusing incident concern- 
ing the clerical garb of the Arts fresh- 
man. He was to meet a freshman 
class at ten o'clock, but only a frag- 
ment of them were there, and those 
that were present were not altogether 
'there.' He saw a student without a 
coat, and he pointed out to this new- 
comer that it was customary to wear 
coats at the university, but the fresh- 
man said he had a coat when he came 
to college, and gave the Dean tonti' 
derstand that he was lucky to-have his 
trousers. His class was a very cleri- 
cal-looking one with a white circle 
around their necks, with an inscrip- 
tion to the effect that they were fresh- 
men — needless information, the Dean 
thought— and with vests reversed by 
the thoughtful hands of sophomores. 

He lauded the McGill spirit — loyal- 
ty unexcelled by any university on the 
continent. Everywhere graduates of 
McGill bore the hall-mark of their 
Alma Mater. They had trained, hard, 
tackled hard, and now they had won." 

Dr. Leacock chose the lower room 
first, because he thought it was a more 
intelligent group of men, but later he 
confided to those on the upper floor 
that he had only seen one intelligent 
fact among them and. had escaped to 
what he considered a vastly superior 
meeting where he found the real Mc- 
Gill— men who longed to hear a learn- 
ed discourse on Economics or Phil- 
osophy. Speaking of Toronto Univer- 
sity, of which both he and Dean Laing 
are graduates, the famous humorist 
went on: "The highest promition for 
any man is to be called away from 
Toronto UmVersity. Men who have 
been," he said "supplying the chief 
ornaments of the staff of McGill." 

Dr. Leacock intends facing the Var- 
sity football team when thè'y play here 
the week after ntfxt. "I have two 
dollars," he smiled," "arid I shall face" 
them from my seat at the top' of the' 
stadium." Giving his advice to a cer- 
tain class of student, he concluded 
with: "This is the biggest, handsomest, 
and most intelligent bpdy -of i men • I 
have seen in my twenty-one toilful 
years at McGill." At this several 
freshmen- were seen to blush. 

Dean Adams, of Science, gave an in- 
teresting talk on the "little world" of a 
university, "tl was~ a preparation for 
the biggrjr world outside, and' a "place 
where boys were made into men and 
trained to take their place among 
men." He remembered when they 
were surprised when they were able 
to fill the lower hall of the Union, 
but now both halls were filled to over- 
flowing, and the enthusiasm was far 
more pronounced and there was twice 
as much of it. 

Prof. Brown urged the students to 
acquire the habit of àttènding the 
Union. They had started well, and 
if they turned out during the year in 
the same spirit, great things could be 
accomplished. 

"Shag," rugby's wonder coach and 
pilot of the McGill squad, spoke of the 
spirit and fight of the team. "The 
weak McGill team, as they call it," 
said Shag, "will very likely more than 
surprise the Toronto outfit." Tha 
mentor has confidence in the charac- 



ter of every player and nobody need 
have any fears for any of them. "We 
will play against a team of gentlemen; 
we'll play clean and they'll play clean, 
and the same wonderful football will 
be displayed as has always been dis- 
played whenever we meet Toronto." 

Shag emphasized the fact, and one 
which every McGill man has just right 
to be proud, that not a single McGill 
player was penalized for rough play 
during any of the games last year. 
Against Varsity "Shag" will play 
straight fundamental football. He will 
■use no complicated play, and will rely 
solely upon the spirit and fight of his 
men. He complimented the fresh- 
man class on the way they have turn- 
ed out. "They're 'fine," he said; "nev- 
er were better,' 'and its on them that 
we must depend for further teams. 
The importance of the rooters in win- 
ning games was also strongly empha- 
sized, and his final remark of: "Let's 
get together and win," especially ap- 
plied to the men who "root." 

Van Wagner urged the men to sup- 
port the track, and said the prospects 
were excellent this year. "Even the 
'veterans' who have been out for the 
last few years arc not yet on 'this 
year's' team. Every man has a chance 
to catch a place. We have won twice 
as many track championships as To- 
ronto, and T believe that is a record 
for any team in any sport." 

Harry Drummond, of Medicine, ren- 
dered several popular songs in his 
usual able manner which were very 
wel received, while the University 
Dance Orchestra and the Mandolin 
Club made a decided hit. The Royal 
Highlanders' Band played excellently, 
and one selection especially was very 
notable. 

Talks on students' activities and ath- 
letics were given by Bert Rochester, 
"Lux" McCullough, . _"Twcedles" 
Thompson, "Hammy" Hamilton, and 
Don Fos. Each of these men clearly 
explained the different phases of col- 
lege life, while Tweedles Thompson 
led the yells and introduced the new 
cheer leaders, Nutting, Davies and 
McCullough. 

Jimmy Rice, brother of Lieut. Gitz. 
Rice, gave ten solid minutes of real 
fun, which kept his listeners in one 
continuous laugh. His inimitable man- 
ner in presenting his patter is delight- 
ful, and he is far superior to the 
majority of vaudeville funsters.

Present day students seem to think 
their independence is interfered with 
by the faculty, but rules and regula- 
tions arc not recent inventions at all. 

Way back in the sixteenth century 
the "antis" were at work, and in 1546 

radical reform movement swept over 
the University of Wittenberg, in Sax- 
ony. The university authorities is- 
sued a formal, threatening proclama- 
tion to check the fast life of those 
times. 

"We . must abolish extravagance in 
dress," said the wise old university 
fathers, shaking their skeptical gray 
heads at the students. "Back to the 
simple lifeo" is what they declared in 
effect. 

And there was no gainsaying the 
ordinance. 

Students of today are accustomed to 
certain restrictions, but what if they 
were authorized as to the length of 
their ' coats, the width of their cuffs, 
or the kind of watch chain they should 
wear? Moreover, just suppose that 
the engineers, the instructors, and the 
B.A. grade all had different prescrip- 
tions of dressl 

The Wittenberg ordinance began 
with designating the dress to be worn 
by those who had the degree of doc- 
tor or licentiate. 

"As the wearing of short gowns or 
coals is a departure from past cus- 
toms, of modesty and dignity, no man 
should permit himself to be seen in a 
gown or coat which swings less than 
a hand's breadth below the knees." 

"Further, gowns that are split and 
cut up," the declaration went on, "are 
so made for the purpose of showing 
expensive and rich undergarments; 
gowns which arc decorated with heavy 
bands and embroidery arc made for 
display and vain glory. Therefore the 
men are admonished to have nothing 
to do wilh such frivolous and outland- 
ish fashions, as they are unbecoming 
and too expensive for men in their 
position." 
Those with degree of magister and 



the bachelors in the upper faculties 
were warned against wearing gowns 
of plush and silk, but they were per- 
mitted damask and satin underjackcts 
or vests. From whatever rank they 
came, whether they were of noble birth 
or not, whether they were expressly 
admonished' to adhere to the long 
gowns; at least to gowns that hung be- 
low the knees. 

"It is nothing short of a great shame 
and scandal," indignantly announced 
the ordinance, "that men and youths 
should parade themselves in short 
clothing before decent and honorable 
maids and matrons." 

Plush caps, if unadorned by plumes, 
pearls, gold, or embroidery, were al- 
lowed to the privileged few of noble 
birth. Even nobility must be curbed 
however, so "only those noblemen shall 
njoy these privileges who can establish 
at least four ancestors of nobility." 

Princes counts and barons were not 
included in the above restrictions, but 
were advised to honor themselves by 
wearing becoming, dignified garments, 
and n to to give themselves to frivol- 
ous display. 

No student, be he noble or of lowly 
birth, was permitted to wear golden 
chains, daggers, or swords , with silver 
sheaths. 

There weren't any co-eds to dictate to 
ill this matter of abolishing extravagance 
and display, but that did'nt faze the law 
makers. 

"Know ye,".. proclaimed the ordinance, 
"that what has .lie'cp said already about 
the doctors and licentiates applies with 
ccjiial force to the wives and daughters 
of mencon nected with theinstituti on." 

The feminine heart is so prone to err 
in the matter of self-adornment that it 
was deemed wise to prescribe a maximum 
limit for what was considered "modest 
and becoming" in the eyes of the august 
authorities. 

Take the matter of caps and scarfs ; no 
article of dress could apparently be made 
more perniciously captivating than these. 



silver, pears and precious stones had been 
lavishly used. No more of this. But 
a sparing use of gilt or tinsel might be 
used— as a conccs.sio.n to feeminine vanity. 



Whether embroidered or plush bands 
of "unseemly breath or richness' might 
be used on cloaks or gowns of academic 
wives and daughters wasa mooted ques- 
tion for some time among the fathers. 
The older men argued that the borders 
of such garments shouldbc no broader 
than the woman's hand. Some of the au- 
thorities, however, had been well coach- 
cde at home, and after putting their word 
in. the ordinance amended the decision 
thus: 

In case the rpoor lady had chosen a 
stuff that in the wearing brings her to 
mortification through shrinking to an im- 
proper shortness, she might add a bor- 
der thereto sufficient to clothe her ankles 
but it must be of no costlier fabric than 
the original garment. 

There followed careful regulation as 
to plush packets, collars, silver and gold 
embroideries, short cloaks and mantels 
which were ferrcd to as snares anil temp 
tations. 

Even as the men were forbidden to 
wear split gowns so were the women es- 
pecially warned against the reprehensible 
fashion of cutting and slashing their dress 
so that fine undergarments might dis- 
close themselves to the witchery of the 
beholder. 

But most of all. the women had to 
reform their flowing headdresses and 
facinating embroidered veils. Golden 
tresses of the curling, floating fashion 
had to be abandoned, and all strings of 
pearls and golden head ornaments left 
out of the fair one's coiffure.. Since 
gold and silver arc treasures, however, 
they were allowed to wear in modest and 
fitting manner, a gold chain and a gilded 
silver girdle. 

In this last concession, one sees that 
again these solemn authorities wished af- 
ter all to retain a little good will with 
the women at home. 

Gold and silver bracelets, nevertheless- 
were forbidden (for one must certainly 
draw the line pretty closely on these fri- 
volous creatures!). 

Heavy were the punishments for both

commandments. Three to ten gulden 
was the fine for the first offcense. A 
year's suspension from the university was 
the punishment for a third infringement, 



The members of the faculty were not 
forgotten in this campaign for the sim- 
ple life, either? One' suspects however, 
that the restrictions were- entirely satis- 
factory to them. - • 

No doubt the authorities had seen pain- 
ful instance of unseemly rivalry and lav- 
ish display that the poor professor could 
ill-afford. Many families had perhaps 
squandered the substance which ought to 
have gone towards travel and the pur- 
chase of parchments and pamphlets, and 
many a master had perchance strained his 
nervous system to a collapse over private 
teaching, when he longed to do research 
work. 

Therefore, costly and extravagant .en- 
tertainment for faculty families were cut 
down. Guests at a wedding, for in- 
stance, were limited to eight tables. At 
betrothals one tableful of guests or 
friends was thought sufficient advertise- 
ment of the felicitous affairs. 

Not more than six courses for dinner 
and five for supper were permitted at 
marriages. One can only conjecture 
what had been the fashionable thing in 
Wittenberg -university-., circles if these 
four, five "and six-course affairs were 
supposed to he a return to the simple 
life. . 

Guests to these celebrations must have 
had an inconvenient way of staying on to 
make merry at the host's expense, for 
the ordinance reads that the guests should 
not bcinvited to more than three meals 
during wedding celebrations.
